Cullman County Men Invent 
Machine Gun With Cotton 
Bales to Protect Gunner 


Remembering the days of the war 
of 1812, when Andrew Jackson and 


his “squirrel shooters” securely hid 
behind bales of cotton for breastw orks 
and defeated 8,000 British 
regulars, 


Mr. SfaSonser, contractor of Cullman, 
and a man named Robinson, fast over 
the Morgan county Hne in that county, 
have Invented a curious looking ma­ 
chine gun which carries a bale of 
cotton for an arnjor plate protection. 
An effort Is being made to get a 
patent on the Invention from the fed­ 
eral government. 


The machine 
is 
constructed 
by 
wrapping a bale of cotton securely 
both ways with steel wire and fasten­ 
ing a machine gun by the wires to 
each end of the bale. 
The bale is 
placed on a ape» tally prepared truck 
propelled by a motor. 
The gunner 
then may propel the machine right 
into the enemy’s line under the pro­ 
tection of the bale of cotton and may 
fire by each side of the cotton. . 
If the machine proves feasible, a 
new use will be found 
for 
cotton, 
which is already used extensively In 
military operations.

President Wilson, acting as spokes­ 


man of the allied nations, has sub­ 


mitted to Pope Benedict an answer to 


the proposals of peace.

Minded and hardened by this terrible 
war must be touched by this moving 
hppeel of his holiness, 
the 
Pope; 
must feel the dignity and force of the 
humane and generous motives which 
prompted It, and must fervently wish 
that we might take the path of pea<e 
he so persuasively points out. 
Bet it 
would be folly to take It if It does not 
in fact lead to the goal he proposes. 
Our response must be based upon the 
stem facte and upon nothing else. 
It 
Is not a mere cessation of arm s he 
desires; It Is a stable and epdurlng 
peace. 
This agony m ust not be gone 
through with again, and It must be a 
m atter of very sober judgment what 
will Insure us against it. 
“His holiness In substance proposes 
that we return to the status quo ante­ 
bellum, and that then there be a gen­ 
eral condonation, disarm am ent, and 
a concert of nations based upon an 
acceptance of the principle of arbi­ 
tration; that by a similar 
concert 
freedom of the seas be established; 
and that the territorial claims of 
France and Italy, the perplexing prob­ 
lems of the Ralkan states, \ n d the 
restitution of Poland be left to such 
conciliatory adjustm ents as may be 
possible of the peoples wrhose poli­ 
tical fortunes and affiliations will bo 
involved. 
y 
OBJECT OF WAR. 
“It is manifest that no part of 
this program can be successfully 
carried out unless the restitution 
of the status quo-ante-bellum fur­ 
nishes a firm 
and 
satisfactory 
basis for It. 
The object of this 
war is to deliver the free peoples 
of the world from 
the 
menace 
and the actual power of a vast 
m ilitary establishm ent controlled 
by an irresponsible 
government 
which, having secretly planned to 
dominate the world, proceeded to 
carry the plan out without 
re­ 
gard either to the sacred obliga­ 
tions of treaty or the long estab­ 
lished practices and long cherish­ 
ed principles of iuternational ac­ 
tion and honor; which chose its 
n time for the war, delivered its 
blow fiercely and suddenly, stop­ 
ped at no barrier either of law or 
of mercy, swept a whols 
con­ 
tinent within the tide of blood— 
not the blood of soldiers only, but 
the blood of innocent women and 
children also, and of the help­ 
less poor, and now stands balked 
but not defeated, the enemy of 
four-fifths of the 
world. 
This 
power is not the German people. 
Jt is the ruthless m aster of the 
German people. 
It is no business 
of ours how that 
great 
people 
came under its control or sub­ 
mitted with temporary eest to the 
domination of its purpose, but it 
is our business to see to it that 
the history of the rest 
of 
the 
world is no longer left to Its 
handling. 


WOULD RENEW PRUSSIAMSM. 


“To deal with such a power by way 
of peace upon the plan proposed by 
his holiness the Pope, would, so far 
as we can see. involve a recuperation 
of Its strength and a renewal of its 
policy; would make it necessary to 
create a perm anent hostile combina­ 
tion of nations against the German 
people, who are Its instrum ents; and 
would result in abandoning the new 
born Russia to the introgue, the m an­ 
ifold subtle interference, and the cer ­ 
tain counter revolution which would 


be attem pted by all the malign in 
finances to which the German gov 
em inent has of late accustdmed the 
world. 
Can peace be based upon a 
restitution of ita power or upon any 
word of honor it could pledge tn a 
treaty of settlem ent and accommoda 
tien? 
RIGHTS OF PEOPLES. 
“Responsible 
statesm en 
must 
now everywhere see. if they never 
saw before, that no peace 
can 
rest securely upon potltknl or 
economic restrictions m eant to 
benefit some nations and cripplh 
or em barrass others, upon vindic­ 
tive action of any sort, or 
any 
kind of revenge or deliberate in­ 
jury. 
The American people have 
suffered Intolerable 
wrongs 
at 
the hands of the Imperial German 
government, but they desire no re­ 
prisal upon the German people 
who have them selves suffered all 
things In this war which they did 
not choose. 
They 
believe 
that 
peace should rest upon the rights 
of peoples,’not the rights of gov­ 
ernm ents—the rights of peoples 
great or sm all, weak or power­ 
ful 
their equal right to freedom 
and security and self-government 
and to a participation upon fair 
term s in the economic opportun­ 
ities of the 
world—the 
German 
people, of course, included if they 
will accept equality and not seek 
domination. 
“The test, therefore, of every plan 
of peace is this: 
Is it based upon the 
faith of all the peoples involved or 
merely upon the word of an ambitious 
and intriguing government, on the one 
hand, and of a group of free peoples 
on the other? 
This is a test which 
goes to the root of the m atter; and it 
is the test which must be applied. 
PURPOSES OF AMERICA. 
“The purposes of the United States 
in this war are known to the whole 
world—to every people to whom the 
truth has been perm itted to come. 
They do not need to be stated again. 
We seek no m aterial advantage of any 
kind. 
We believe that the intolerable 
wrongs done in this war by the fur­ 
ious and brutal power of the imperial 
German government ought to be re­ 
paired. but not at the expense of the 
sovereignty of any people—rather a 
vindication of the sovereignty both of 
those who are weak and of those that 
are strong. 
Punitive 
damages, 
the 
dismemberment of empires, the estab­ 
lishment of selfish and exclusive eco­ 
nomic leagues we deem Inexpedient 
and In the end worse than futile, no 
proper basis for a peace of any kind, 
least of all for on enduring peace. 
That musf be based upon Justice and 
fairness and the common rights o* 
mankind. 
(CANNOT TRUST KAISER. 
“We cannot take the Word of 
the present rulers of Germany as 
a guarantee of anything th at is 
to endure, unless explicitly sup­ 
ported bv much conclusive evi­ 
dence of the will and purpose of 
the German ■- people 
themselves 
as the other peoples of the world 
would be justified in accepting. 
“W ithout such guarantees, treaties 
of settlem ent, agreem ents for disarm ­ 
ament, covenants to set up arb itra­ 
tion in the place of force, territorial 
adjustm ents, reconstitution of small 
nations, if made with 
the 
German 
government, jpo man, no nation could 
now depend on. 
We must await some 
new evidence of the purposes of the 
great peoples of the central powers 
God grant It may be given soon an,d 
in a way to restore the confidence of 
r* 
* 
all peoples everywhere In the faith of 
nations and the*«possibility of a aavv 
enanted peace.

There was n time when the name of 
Jam es Todhunter Sloan, better known 


as “Tod,” appeared In the public print 
almost daily. As a jockey he was per­ 
haps the foremoat In the world, and 
as a man he was an Interesting char­ 
acter study. 
Prom a poor boy, reared In the 
hack woods of Indiana, he became the 
jockey to King Edward of England 
and made 
a 
considerable 
fortune 
which he later loat in various ways. 
More than twenty years ago Tol 
Sloan was a atable boy at the Gutten- 
burg track. 
He learned the racing 
game rapidly, and in 1893 he began to 
attract some attention on New York 
yacks. . 
In 1896 he won 
the 
M anhattan 
handicap with Belmar at the Morris 
track, and alao^flrat place *n almost 
every race of prominence that season. 
In 1898 he established a worldwide 
reputation and also piled up a fortune 
for him self when he woh the Brighton 
Cup and the 
I-awrence 
Realization 
Stakes. 
Before the 1898 campaign cn the 
New York tracks, Sloan distinguished 
himself by riding five winners out of 
six starts. When the season was over 
In New York he went to England 
under 
contract 
to 
Lord 
William 
Beresford, and in September of the 
same year piloted 
five 
consecutive 
winners at Newmarket. 
*' 
Sloan rode Lord Beresford’a Sihoia 
to the front In the 
One 
Thousand 
Guineas Race In 1899, and won $20,000 
in the Grand Prix the following fall. 
The late W. C. W hitney then In­ 


duced Sloan to come to the Butted 
stated to ride Ballyhoo- Bay in the 
1900 F uturity, for which he received 
his entire expenses and a oonus of 
$70.000 
In 19Of» he waa ruled off the turf 
by the English Jockey Club. 
No par­ 
ticular reason was made public. 
Prosperity got the better of Sloan 
and he began to lose his grip. He waa 
m arried to Julia Sanderson, m Amer­ 
ican actress, and later divorced. 
He

reinstated as a race track adviser, 
but wss not allowed to ride.

In 1904 he sued and was oVurded 
$40,000 because the Paris Jo'key Cluo 
ruled him off the turf on charges 
that were unsustained. 
During thesearly stages of the war 
In 1914 he went to the front with the 
American ambulance and saw u great 
deal of the fighting in the German 
advance on Paris. 
He wrote an account of his obser­ 
vations on the French front which was 
afterw ard published in book form 1n 
the United States, 
In November, 1916, he was deported 
from England under the Defense of 
the Realm Act because of alleged ac. 
tlvlties with gambling houses 
He 
arrived In New York a w’eek later 
and m aintained that he had been the 
subject of a “fram e-up” to cover some 
prom inent women who were conduct­ 
ing a gambling house for the exclu- 
alve use of officers on leave. 
Sloan went to the west, where he 
was recently living In seclusion.

It la primarily a soil Improve­ 
ment crop, bat it can be used for hay 
winter cover crop, and grazing.

clover will grow on almost any kind 
of soil tbat la well drained and bar 
humus 
On poor sandy land that has 
Its hau(ms burnt out by long contin 
aou* cropping in cotton or corn, it 
make* a poor growth the first year; 
hut aa the «uppiy of organic m atter in 
breases and the aotl becomes thor­ 
oughly Inoculated, the growth of clo­ 
ver will become greater. 
. Crim*on dorar may be planted In 
tile cotton or corn middles or on es­ 
pecially prepared land. When planted 
in inter tilled crop» like corn and cot­ 
ton the seed may be sown broadcast 
and covered with a larga scrape and 
scooter or “gee whit” harrow. 
These 
Implement* will not do much damage 
to t|É» crops If the planta have not 
fallen down, and short single trees are 


To make a good seed bed the land 
ibouid be plowed early enough to per- 
m 
the surface being firmed bv rain 
The fact that it require* a firm seed bed fo get a satisfactory stand should 
not be overlooked, nor be taken to en­ 
courage careless preparation. 
Most lands need to be inoculated to 
gTOw 
crimson 
clover 
successfully. 
This may be done by Inoculating the 
seed with soil from some neighbor’s 
crimson clover field, or place where 
ope Of the true clovers has grown. 
“*ie aeed may be mixed with the damp 
II and both sow* together. 
This 
lid be done some cloudy day or in 
I* evening, a* the direct sun's rays 
fnd to kiU the bacteria. 
JA Second way to Inoculate seed is to 
p%t the inoculating soil in a bucket 
and 
cover it with 
water. 
Dip the 
clover e<wd in the n?.udd*- water and 


spread them out in the shade to dry. 
They should not be kept damp long, as 
they will sprout quickly. 
The cleaned seed are planted at the 
rate of 15 to 80 pounds per acre. They 
may be sown by hand, or with a seeder, 
and covered lightly, one half to one 
inch deop. 
The beet time to plant is from 15th 
of September to the lat of October 
About the autumnal oQulooxial gale 
period several days at cloudy weather 
usually occur that afford* favorable 
condition* for planting. 
The plant* 
are so tender when they first ootne 
up that they oen’t stand much dry, 
hot weather. 
If

growth the first year, make a liberal 
application of stable manure in the 
preparation of the land or as a top 
dressing after the plants come up.
